called ostensibly to tell what he knew | 
e@bout campaign contributions, which 
were not accounted for, made, as John 
A. Hennessy charged, by 48 canal and 
highway contractors. 

In the course of his testimony, Mr. | 
McGuire told of an unreported campaign 
contribution of $500 handed to William } 
Sulzer by him in a 


hotel on 
the day after he was nominated for 
Governor. 


McGuire aiso told of a gift 
of $2.500 which he said he handed to 
John A. Hennessy for Sulzer to. help 
him out of his money troubles. It was 
presented after the impeachment trial 
had been ordered, but before it had be- 
gun. Accerding to Hennessy, this sum 
of $2,500 went to pay part‘of the ex- 
penses of the Hennessy investigation, 
and was contributed by McGuire for 
that specific purpose. 

The first gift of $500, McGuire was 
forced to admit on the stand, was like 
other contributions which furnished } 
foundation for the impeachment 
charges against Sulzer. It was made at 
a time when McGuire was very friendly | 
with Suizer. McGuire showed by his tes- | 
timony that his old friendship with Sul- 
zer no longer existed. The testimony | 
about the $500 contribution, consequent- 
ly, was given with little hesitation. In 
fact, Mr. McGuire seemed glad to tell 
about it. 

McGuire seemed less anxious to tell 
about the $2,500 contribution. It was 
the testimony about this gift, in fact. 
which got him into deep water and 
caused Hennessy to contradict him. It 
would appear, according to Henwessy’s 
testimony, that. McGuire publicly in-the 
last camnaign was supporting the regu- 
lar Democratic organization in» Onon- 
daga County, but that secreily he was 
aiding the Sulzer faction to break Mur- 
phy'’s power up-State. The intimation 
that he was ‘“double-crossins,” as it 
was called, his own party managers 
caused McGuire to deny vigorously that 
he had contributed $2,500 for any other 
purpose except to relieve Suizer’s neces- 
sities. 

McGuire in the course of his testi- 
mony contradicted Hennessy about the 
list of contractors which Hennessy as- 
serted McGuire had given to him at a 
conference held in the Hotel Utica in 
Utica. McGuire admitted that the con- 
ference had been held and corroborated 
Hennessy as to time, place, and date, 
but denied that he had given Hennessy 
any information about contractors who 
had subscribed to Democratic State and 
county election funds. Hennessy, he 
said. had given him the names of forty- 
three contractors and had asked him 
what he knew about campaign contri- 
butions made by them. He never had 
any intention, he insisted, of giving 
Hennessy any information, even if 
that information would help Sulzer. 

It was while he was denving that he 
had supplied Sulzer with his anti-Tam- 
many ammunition that McGuire was 
forced to admit to Mr. Whitman that he 
did know of contractors who had pe2id 
money of which no accounting was 
made to the Secretary cf State. Mr. 
Whitman hed a hard time in getting 
this information, but before the exam- 
nation ended McGuire had mentioned 
six contractors who had handed 
money to him for campaign purnoses. 
McGuire explained that he was willing 
to. give District Attorney Whitman all 
the information at his command but that 
he saw no reason for telling Hennessy 
anything.

The climax of the testimony given at} 
the inqu'ry yesterday by John A. Hen- 
nessy came near the close cf the session 
when he produced a telegram dated Oct. 
27, 1913, bearing the letter ““M” as a 
signature. This telegram covered ytwo 
Western Union blanks. Hennessy drew 
it from his pocket in a careless way and 
it was obvious that the telegram was a 


surprise even to District Attorney Whit- 
man and his assistant, John Kirkland 
Clark. Hennessy swore that it was his 
belief that the telesram was sent by 
George H. McGuire three days before 
the beginning of the John Doe inquiry, 
and he produced it, he explained, to 
show that he was in McGuire’s confi- 
dence up to the time when McGuire be- 
came involved publicly in the scandal. 

The telegram was received at 235 West 
116th Street, Manhattan, at 6 P. M. on 

Oct. 27, and was addressed to Hennessy 
in care of the Fus'on Campaign Commit- 
tee, Lexington Casino, 116th Street and 
Lenox Avenne. It read: 

Syracuse Depot, Oct. 1913. 

John A. Hennessy: Election here looks 
close because of big Bull Moose vote. Im- 
portant to make in speech to-night refer- 
ence to William H. Kel'ey. When Everett 
Fowler came here in 1911 and 1912 he made 
his headquarters in Kelley’s office, and 
Kellev he'ned him hol4 »» and shake down 
contractors on State work.

Chauffeurs Voting on an Offer Re- 
jection of Which Means a Strike. 


A general strike of taxicab chauffeurs 
may be declared te-day as a result of a 
general meeting of the chauffeurs and 
their helpers which began at 2 o’clock 
this morning at 165 East Fifty-fourth 


Street and was still in progress “when 


this edition of Tur Times was printed. 
The chauffeurs demand a ten-hour day. 
At present they are compelled to work 
twelve hours. The meeting was called 
to consider a compromise offer made by 
all but two of the taxicab companies on 
Wednesday, but among the earliest ar 
rivals at the meeting place the talk ince 
cated no disposition to make conces- 
sions. 

The men who struck against the Hav- 
erty Taxicab Company and the Renault 
Taxi Service Company contrary to the 
orders of the union were still out yes: 
terday. Both the companies are await- 
ing developments, and have not filled 
the places of the strikers. These two 
firms were not represented in the com- 
promise offer, which is an eleven-hour 
work day, with 25 cents an hour for 
overtime and the alternative of being al- 
lowed time off in the regular working 
hours. 

Joseph Glynn, Secretary of the union, 
said last evening that he hoped for an 
amicable settlement. 


MORTGAGE 2,343 YEARS OLD 


Similar in Essentials to Proposed 
liiinois Central $120,000,000 Issue.

CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—It was recently 
announced by President Charles W. 
Markham that the Illinois Central con-- 
templated the execution of a mortgage 
for $120,000,000 for betterments and to 
repair flood damage, and now he has on 
his desk ag a guide in the preparation 
of the necessary documents, a transla- 
tion of the oldest real estate mortgage 
in the world, dating back 2,343 years—a 
first mortgage on an orchard in Baby- 
lon, given to secure a loan made by the 
Marashu family of bankers, which in 
its day financed all the big deals of 
Babylon, including those of the King. 

A photograph of the tablets bearing 
the mortgage, with the translation, was 
received by President Markham, accom- 
panied by a note from S. W. Straus, a 
Chicago banker, as ‘‘an appropriate 
companion ”’ to the §$120,000,000 mort- 
gage, one of the high points of modern 
financing. The tablets were found in 
1893 in®the ruins of Nippur, one of the 
old cities of Babylon. 

Trere was nothing on the tablets to 
indicate whether the mortgage had been 
paid. The mortgage was given in the 
thirty-fourth year of the reign of King 
Artaxerxes I. by Bel Bullitsu and Sha 
Nabu Shu, sons of Kiebti, to Bey Nadin 
Shun, son of Marashu. If it hasn’t been 
redeemed, there is an enormous amount 
of accrued interest on the principal, 
which was thirty bushels of dates, for 
which the mortgagors pledged their or- 


chard, both ‘cultivated and unculti- 
vated.”

HOPE 10 ABOLISH 
TAMMANY UTTERLY 


Those Who-Plan to Reorganize 
Democracy Would Wipe Out 
Even Old Machine’s Name. 


—_— 


LEADERS’ TO MEET SOON 


Metz, Discussing Tammany and Mur- 
phy, Says There Should Be 
a Change. 


The very name of Tammany will be 
eliminated from among the names of po- 
litical organizations in this city if those 
in the incoming Mitchel Administration 
who are to undertake the task of re- 
deeming the Democratic organization 
in tne town have'their way. 

“Within a few days,” a prominent 
Demoerat said yesterday, ‘ Democrats 
who were instrumental in bringing 
about the recent Fusion victory and 
who were active in the preliminary con- 
ferences of the Citizens’ Committee of 
One Hundred will confer. At this con- 
ference the best method of upbuilding 
a new Democratic organization in this 
city will be discussed. Friends of Mr. 
Mitchel who will be active in the move- 
ment have given up the idea of reform- 
ing Tammany from within. They want 
to smash Tammany from without. Only 


tentative plans nave neen discussed so 


far, and these in the most informal way. 


We haven't finished counting the ma- 
jorities of the Fusion candidates as yet. 

The onslaught on the-Murphy forces 
will be made simultaneously in four of 
the five boroughs of the city if one of 
the plans suggested is carried out. In 


Queens the Democratic County organi- 


zation under the leadership of Borough 
President Connolly, which is regarded 
as being more or less in sympathy with 
the Mitchel brand of Democracy, will be 
left to strengthen itself so as to resist 
in the future the onslaughts of Joseph 


Cassidy, faction leader and former asso- 
ciate of Tammany leader Charles F. 


Murphy. 

Those who plan to reorganize the 
Democratic Party in the city have been 
assured that in their task they wilil 
have the full support of the Federal Ad- 
ministration. The attitude of Gov. 


Glynn until yesterday was unknown. 


He has told friends that as Governor 
it is his intention to keep to the middle 
of the road so far as factional strife is 
concerned, but he has asserted that as 
a Democrat he is heartily interested in 
anything that will strengthen his party 
and restore it to the good graces of the 
voters, In the distribution om patronage 
he is not expected to give any aid or 
comfort to Tammany Hall. , 

One plan which has been suggested in 
connection with the prospective fight on 
Tammany is that in each Assembly Dis- 
trict some Democrat who has been ac- 
tive 4n the Fusion movement and_ is 
Known to be in sympathy with the 
ideals of the independent Democrats who 
are preparing to build up a new Oof- 
ganization, should be recognized as the 
dispenser of all patronage to be allotted 
to the district through the incoming 
Mitchel administration. This method of 
starving Tammany into submission was 
applied with a gcod deal of success by 
ex-Mayor McClellan when he made his 
fight on the Tammany leadership. Out 
of fifteen districts where this process 
was indugurated during the McClellan 
administration, seven were lost to Tam- 
many in the primary elections that fol- 
lowed . 

James J. Martin, who in the days of 
Croker was the Tammany leader of the 
Twenty-seventh District, and Maurice 
Featherson, who abdicated the leader- 
ship in the Twentieth Assembly District 
out of disgust with Murphy’s methods, 
are looked upon by those in charge of 
the reorganization as well equipped to 
give advice because they are familiar 
with all Tammany’s methods. 

Congressman Herman A. Metz, who 
was Tammany’s candidate for Controller 
and who ran more than 20,000 votes 
ahead of Edward FE. McCall, the Mayor- 
alty candidate, before sailing for Europe 
yesterday on the Kronprinzessin Cecilie 
made the significant statement that in 
his opinion ‘‘there ought to be a 
change.’’ Mr. Metz lives in Brooklyn 

In some circles the hame of Mr. Metz 
was’ mentioned yesterday as that of 
the man who was better equipped than 
anybody to undertake the reorgan- 
ization of the Democratic forces in the 
City of New York. He is popular with 
the organization and appeals to the in- 
dependent element in the pare well. 
He has shown courage and skill as an 
organizer. 

“Murphy has come to be a bugaboo 
to frighten away many of the voters, 
said Mr. Metz yesterday, ‘That is, 
‘Murphy and Tammany’ has come to 
be a war cry of all elements assailing 
the regular Democratic organization. T 
have no personal grudge against Mr. 
Murphy, but I believe there ought to be 
a change. 

“We are not _all crooks and thieves 
and grafters at Tammany Hall, as some 
New York newspapers seem to want to 
make out we are. There seems to be a 
feeling that Tammany Hall is an ogre 
and a bugaboo and steps ought to be 
taken in an educational way to dispel 
this idea. 

““Charles F. Murphy,’’ went on Mr. 
Metz. ‘‘never asked me for anything 
and he never asked me to do anything. 
This same bunch of reformers that beat 
us on Tuesday has been working up 
sentiment for some time past against 
Tammany Hall by use of the words 
‘thieves,’ ‘crooks,’ and. ‘ grafters.’ 
Tammany Hall must organize an_edu- 
cational campaign to show that Tam- 
many Hall is as honest as _ any other 
political body in the United States.” 

Public Service Commissioner John V. 
S. Williams, Alonzo McLaughlin, son 
of the late Hugh McLaughlin, the Dem- 
ocratic leader in Kings, and John A, 
Hennessy, who lives in that borough, 
were mentioned vesterday_ as men with 
whom John H. McCooey, Mr. Murphy’s 
lieutenant in Brooklwn, might have to 
reckon in his attempt to retain his 
leadership ree the Democratic organ- 
ization of Kings.

BOGUS COUNT LEFT 


A BAD CHECK TRAIL, 


Detectives Pounce on von Ro- 
senberg, Working as a 


Steward on Steamship. 


Constantine von . Rosenberg, * alias 
** Count von Rosenberg,’’ was arrested 
on board the United Fruit steamship 
Zacapa by Pinkerton detectives and De- 
tective Lieuts. Oliver and Watson from 


the Central Offtce yesterday afternoon. 
He is said to have passed forged checks 
on banks, hotel keepers, and merchants 
in many cities of the United States. 
The detectives got the clue that the 
man they wanted was on the steamer 
by watching Carl Spencer, who had 
acted as private secretary to the 
‘*Count’’ in New York, and following 
him to the company’s pier at the foot 
of Wall Street. As the Zacapa was 
moving into her berth Spencer was seen 
to wave to a steward looking over the 
side who answered the description of von 


Rosenberg, 


When the gangway was lowered Oliver 
and Watson boarded the steamer and 
after a search they found their man 
hidden under a settee in the smoking 
room on the promenade deck. After he 
had been hauled out inte the light he 


said that nis name was Carlos Cardenos, 


and that he had been to sea all his life 
and had never been a Count. After 
changing his clothes he was taken away 
by the detectives and locked up at Police 
Headquarters. 

The specific charge on which von 
Rosenberg was arrested is for passing 


a forged check for $600 on Thomas 
Cook & Son and obtaining six $100 
travelers’ checks. 

$15,000 Forgery Failed. 


In addition to this the detectives say 
that on May 9 a well dressed man ap- 
proached a messenger boy in Wall 


Street, handed him a check for $15,000, 


drawn on a downtown bank, and di- 
rected him to go, to the bank and have 
it certified. The name of “Bond & 
Goodwin, Brokers,’’ was signed to the 
check. The bank refused to certify 
it because the number was written in 
pen and ink and was not on the 
firm's regular blanks. The bank noti- 
fied the Pinkertons and the boy re- 
ceived a dummy package, supposed to 
contain the $15,000, but when he got to 
Wall Street the man had fled. The 
detectives identified him as von Rosen- 
berg. ? 

Several days after the attempt was 
made to defraud the downtown bank, 
an uptown hotel reported to the bank 
that it had accepted one of the bank’s 
checks for $35, and the man who left it 
had departed immediately after. Pin- 
kerton’s investigated and 
a man who said he was Carl Spencer, 
the secretary of Ricardo Niquero, had 
registered at the hotel and was as- 
signed to a handsome suite. Several 
days later Mr. Niquero appeared. It 
was von Rosenberg, it is alleged, and 
he had a number of prominent auto 
dealers visit him on the pretext of 
wishing to purchase several cars for 
his Cuban estate. The bank advised 
the hotel that the check was-a forgery. 


Trail in Many Cities. 
The bogus Count and his secretary 
were traced to the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, where they cashed one of the trav- 


elers’ checks received from Cook & Son, ! 


it is said, and then left for Buffalo, 
Niagara Falls, Detroit. Chicago, 
nipeg, and Montreal, where all trace of 
the pair was lost. Von Rosenberg was 
next heard of at Watertown, 
where he bought silk shirts at $5 each 
and silk caps for $38, paying bills with 
certified checks and getting the change 
in cash. He also bought an overcoat 
for $34 and paid for it with a check 
for $74, which was also a forgery, it is 
believed. 

From Watertown von Rosenberg went 
te Alexandria Bay, Thousand Islands, 
where he put up at the best hotel, hired 
a motor boat, and cashed checks. He 
registered there as Constantino, the well- 
known Spanish operatic tenor, and asked 
the clerk not to let the guests know of 
his presence, because they would want 
him to sing. After he had been there a 
few days one of the clerks told the sup- 
posed singer that he was musical and 
played the oboe, and asked if he might 
hear the ‘‘ famous Constantino.’’ Rosen- 
berg asked the clerk to bring the oboe 
to his room that night, and said he 
would sing for him. The clerk kept 
the appointment, but the ‘‘ singer ’’ had 
fled, and was next heard from at the 
Marlborough-Blenheim Hotel in Atlantic 
City, where he ran up a bill for several 
hundred dollars and disappeared, it is 
alleged. 

The Pinkertons had notified every 
bank and hotel tn the country in the 
meantime, furnishing them with a pho- 
tograph of von Rosenberg, and when he 
registered at the New Bingham Hotel, 
Philadelphia, as Gregoretti, the noted 
baritone, the manager aroused his sus- 
picion by asking toe pointed questions 
and the ‘‘ Count’”’ left, without his bag- 
gage, a suitcase en an old pair 
of shoes, a brick wrapped in paper, sev- 
eral whisky bottles, several pieces of 
wood, and a bundle of newspaper items 
concerning Gregoretti’s accomplish- 
ments. 

The detectives say they also discov- 

ered that von Rosenberg had posed as 
secretary to the President of Cuba along 
South Street in this city. and had taken 
small sums of money from firemen and 
sailors and petty officers as fees for 
engaging them for the President’s steam 
yacht. 
“ Yon Rosenberg is 5 feet 4 inches tall, 
of stout build, with black hair and mus- 
tache, and looks to be about 28 years 
old.

HOLD INDIANAPOLIS

Indiana’s Entire Military Force 
Ordered Into Capital City to 


Put an End to Rioting.

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 6.—Gov. Rals- 
ton to-day ordered the entire National 
Guard force of Indiana to mobilize in 
this city as the result of the street car 
strike riots, and to-night 3,000 guards- 
men are here. Long before nightfall 
troop trains began arriving in the out- 
skirts of the city, and under cover of 
darkness the soldiers marched into town 
taking up quarters in various localities. 
Before morning nearly all the State 
| forces will be here, It was the largest 
body of troops mobilized in Indiana since 
the militia was reorganized under the 
Federal plan. 

The men are under heavy marching 
equipment, and have plenty of ammuni- 
tion. 

They are ready to take charge of the 
situation, but martial law will not be 
declared until the next outbreak seems 
to warrant it, which may come to-mor- 
row, when the comnany attempts to be- 
gin operating its cars. 

Gov. Raiston announced late to-night 
that he was withholding the proclama- 
tion of martial law in hope that the 
strikers and the street railway company 
would be able to come to terms during 
the night. Judge Thomas Duncan and 
Charles Murphy of the Indiana Public 
Utilities Commission asked the officials 
j of the street car company to-night to 
submit the trouble to arbitration. The 
company agreed to receive a committee 
of its own employes, providing that the 
charter of the car men’s union was can- 
celed and the leaders of the strike left 
;the city. None of the strike leaders 
| would express an opinion as to what the 
| strikers would do in regard to the com- 
pany’s proposals. 

The military force consists of three 
regiments of infantry, three batteries of 
artillery, equipped with modern_ rapid- 
fire field guns, hospital and signal corps. 
The troops are in command of Brig. Gen.

His Appointment as Collector, How- 
ever, Depends on O’Gorman.

Five Mexicans Inflict Two 


Wounds in His Neck and 
Shoot One of Themselves. 


AN UMBRELLA FOR DEFENSE 


Diaz Used It Vallantly, Although He 
Had a Revolver In His Pocket— 
General Arrested with Others.

HAVANA, Nov. 6.—Gen. Felix Diaz, 
recently candidate for President of 
Mexico, was attacked by five Mex- 
icans and stabbed to-night while he 


was listening to a band concert in the

Diaz was stabbed twice in the neck, | 
but the wounds were not deep.

pistol was knocked aside, the shot

The police then rushed up and suc- 
ceeded in arresting three of the 
Mexicans.

GEN. DIAZ’S CAREER. 


Won Reputation for Cruelty as H-ad 
of Mexico City Police. 


Gen. Felix Diaz was born forty-six 
years ago in the State of Oaxaca, in 
the south of Mexico. He entered the 
Military Academy of Chapultepec in 
1883 and was commissioned a Lieuten- 
ant of Engineers in 18898. His first mili- 


tary service was on the Gevugraphical 
Commission which prepared the great 
military map of Mexico. 

At the time of the Spanish-American 
war Diaz became Colonel of the General 
Staff of the Mexican Army, and later 
was twice elected to Congress from Vera 
Cruz. He had become a formidable 
political figure by 1902, and was then 
regarded as the most likely successor 
to his uncle. President Porfirio Diaz, 
who made hirn Inspector General of the 
Police in the City of Mexico in 1905. 

As the Madero régime in Mexico 
neared its close Sen. Diaz automatical- 
ly became the leader of the discontented 
men in the regular army, and in Octo- 
ber, 1912, temporarily made himself the 
master of Vera Cruz. This revolt 
proved to be a fiasco, and he was placed 
under arrest and imprisoned. His ar- 
rest was followed by an uprising, dur- 
ing which the prison was stormed and 
Diaz freed. ” 

By the terms of his compact with Pro- 
visional President Huerta Gen. Diaz an- 
nounced himself as a candidate for the 
next Presidency of Mexico, and at once 
strongly intrenched himself at the Ha- 
eienda del Christo ‘at Atzcapotzalco, 
about twenty miles from Mexico City. 

Dispatches from Vera Cruz dated Oct. 
28 brought the news that Gen. Diaz, in 
aceordance with his own request, was 
under the protection of the United 
States. He had been taken aboard the 
gunboat Wheeling soon after midnight 
and later was transierred to Rear Ad- 
miral Fletcher’s flagship, the Louisiana. 

At 10 o'clock the previous evening, it 
was stated, Gen. Diaz, accompanied by 
his two confidential advisers, Cecielo 
Ocom and José Sandoval, crawled across 
the roof of the German Hotel in Vera 
Cruz to the American Consulate, ad 
joining, and asked W. W. Canada, the 
American Representative, for proteétion. 
Mr. Canada had him transferred to the 
Wheeling, the only American warship 
inside the harbor. 

Later Gen. Diaz was put aboard the 
steamer Esperanza, which reached Ha- 
vana Monday last.

CANAL NEEDS $36,394,000. 


Completion Will Cost This, Goethals 
Estimates—Appropriation Likely.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Col. Goethals 
and the other engineer officers in the 
Canal Zone have estimated that about 
$36,394,000 will be- required te put the 
finishing touches on the Panama Canal, 
and it is thought that the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations will recom- 
mend an appropriation for that amount 
in the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill 
next session. The members of the com- 
mittee will sail on Saturday from New 
York on the Cristobal for a final in- 
spection of the canal. 

Most of the money is needed for the 
completion of terminals, the erection of 
machine shops, docks, and coal pits. 
The latter will be concrete cellars be- 
low the sea level, to prevent the coal 
from disintegrating in the open air. 

The authorized cost of the canal was 


$375,200,900. Already $338,806,861.58 has 
been appropriated. The army engineers 
do not believe that all of the balance 
will be spent.

Conditions Will Grow Difficult if 
Currency Reform Is Delayed. 


Jacob H. Schiff sounded a warmng 
at yesterday’s meeting of the Chamrber 
of Commerce against delay im pasNing 
the currency bill. 

“Tf the pending bill to adjust the 
currencv system is not enacted within 
a short time—not necessarily at the 
present session+the results may be 
serious,” he said.

PUBLICITY A VERY OLD ART 





Science Now Developing It -— Idea 
That It Is Only a Means of Puffing 
the Pinchbeck Has Disappeared.

LONDON, Nov. 6.—Presiding to- 
night at the banquet of the National 
Advertising Society, Lord North- 
cliffe delivered an interesting speech 
on the “amazing development of ad- 

vertising.” 

Describing publicity as “an 
old art,” Lord Northcliffe said: 

“When Rameses sent men through- 
out Egypt stamping his mark on na- 
tional monuments, he was a very 
early exemplar of one of the worst 
uses of publicity—personal notoriety, 
a form of it from which even to-day 
we do not appear to be free. 
William the Norman put up castles 
throughout England he was publish- 
ing the fact of power. The church 
bell calling attention to the service 
within, the muezzin summoning the 
faithful at eventide to the mosque, 
the regimental march throughout a 
district, and the stationing of re- 
cruiting officers in market places— 
all are ancient forms of publicity. 

‘No less stirring than the wireless 
publicity accorded to the heroes of 
the Titanic were the  garlanded 
coaches of the last century, carrying 
from village to village and town to 
town the news of our victory and our 
great loss at Trafalgar and the thrill 
of Waterloo. 

“ Just as science is improving agri- 


old, 


culture, so is science developing 
publicity. King Charles’s advertise- 
ment for his lost dog, one of the 


earliest English announcements, has 


been developed into newspaper ad- 
vertising in which specialists—writ- 
ers, and artists of the highest talents 
—are engaged. 

“ Publicity not perfect. Its 
methods run riot, but it is improving, 
{gs gaining the responsibility that 
comes with power. 

“The idea that advertising is merely 
@ method of puffing the pinchbeck 
and the catchpenny has, I think, long 
passéd. Only the best ideas, the best 
manufactures, will stand the test of 
advertising.

He had become the 
youngest peer created in the history 
of Parliament and the proprietor of 
The Times.

The Govern- 
ment considers that this practice should 
ise only continue unchecked, but should 
be encouraged by legislation which will 
make the deposits as safe as possible. 


For years the world’s supply of silver 
has been appreciably lowered by the 
Indians’ habit of burying their savings, 
but the abundance of this metal has 
rendered this practice comparatively 
harmless as far as the rest of the world 
is concerned. 

Lately, however, with increased pros- 
perity, the East Indians have begun to 
bury gold, with alarming results on the 
world’s gold supply. Hence the anxiety 
of the Government to give India an irre- 
| proachable banking system.

Canada I have always felt that it is 
the duty of an. Ambassador to regard 
and maintain the interests of Canada 
and the other Dominions no less than of 
Great Britain. Most of my work was 
concerned with Canada; and I should 
be ungrateful were I not to tell you 
of the unceasing and invaluable co- 
operation of Lord Grey, who was Gov- 
ernor General. His successor, the Duke 
of Connaught, kindly extended to me 
during the last year of my stay like 
counsel and aid; while from the two 
successive Prime Ministers, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Mr. Borden I had constant 
confidence which it is a pleasure to 
acknowledge. 

“Returning hither from America, 1 
have two things to say to the British 
Pilgrims, gathered here as friends of 
the American people. One is that you 
must not take too seriously the lurid 
pictures of American life drawn in some 
organs of the European press. In Wash- 
ington, I used to be struck by the dark 
view which the press news from Eng- 
land conveyed of British events and 
conditions, a view which I knew to be 
misleading. Here the same thing hap- 
pens. Cable messages and the vivid 
pens of correspondents inevitably 
heighten the color. Unlike stocks, news 
would be better for being watered when 
crossing the sea. 


Anglo-American Friendship. 


**My other message is to assure you 
that the friendship you entertain for 
the people of the United States is recip- 
rocated by them far more universally 
and far more heartily than. ever be- 
fore. There is a friendship of Gov- 
ernments and a frien@ship of nations. 
The former may shift with the shifting 
of material interests or be affected by 
the relations of each power with other 


powers, but the latter rests on solid 
and permanent foundations. With our 
two peoples it is based on community of 
speech, of literature, of institutions, of 
beliefs, of traditions from the past, of 
ideals for the future. In all these things 
the British and American peoples are 
closer than any two other peoples can 
be. Nature and history have meant 
them to be friends. 

“Next year we are planning to cele- 
brate the completion of a century of 
unbroken peace between Great Britain 
and the United States, For our two peo- 
ples the celebration has a special signifi- 
cance.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The Russian 
Government has intimated to the United 
States that it will not receive petitions 
or resolutions from.this country bear- 
ing on the so-called ritual murder trial 
at Kieff and the ill-treatment of Jews 
in Russia. This became known to-day 
when the State Department declined to 
accept a petition addressed to Emperor 
Nicholas II. on the subject of the Kieff 
trial which was signed by a large num- 
ber of dignitaries of the Episcopal and 
Roman Catholic churches in this coun- 
try. 

The Department gave as a reason for 
its action that it had been made to un- 
derstand by the Russian Government 
that such documents would not be ac- 
cepted by it. The petition was accom- 
panied by a request that it be forwarded 


to the Czar through American diplo- 
matic channels. When this response 
was made by the department, the peti- 
tion: was left at the Russian Embassy, 
accompanied by the request that it be 
transmitted to the Emperor.

NICARAGUAN PLOT TO KILL. 


Conspirators Intended to Assassinate 
President, Ministers, and Deputies. 


MANAGUA, Nov. 6.—The frustrated 


plot to assassinate President Diaz and 


all his Cabinet Ministers on Oct. 2 
was laid by the conspirators with re 
markable care, according to details pub- 
lished here to-day. 

The plotters, it appears, were mem- 
bers of the Liberal Party and they had 


divided themselves into three groups, 


The first of these was charged with the 
work of killing the President and two 
Cabinet Ministers while they were driv- 
ing tdégwether in a carriage in Managua; 
the second was to assassinate Vice- 
President Solorzano and the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs; and the third was to 
throw dynamite bombs among the mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Deputies while 
they were gathered in session on the 
afternoon of Oct. 29. 

The discovery of the conspirators 
while they were holding a meeting to ar- 
range the final details of the plot was 
purely accidental. Nearly all of those 
connected with the affair have been 
lodged in jail.

We are convinced that the blood ac- 
cusation against the Jews, which has 
been made sporadically, is as un- 
founded as was the same accusation 
which, as history shows, was fre- 
quently directed against the early 
Christians. It has been subjected to 
the most careful investigation for 
centuries and no evidence warranting 
the slightest credence has ever been 
discovered, and it has "been rejected 
as unworthy of serious consideration 
both by Church and by State. Bulls 
were issued by four Popes—Innocent 
IV., Paul TIl., Gregory X., and Clem- 
ent XIV.—which formally declared 
this superstition to be a baseless and

Emperor Alexander I. of Russia is- 
sued a ukase on March 18, 1817, by 
which he prohibited the prosecution 
of so-called ritual murder cases, for 
the proclaimed purpose of ending the 
superstition that the Jews employed 
Christian blood for ritual purposes. 
This ukase was confirmed by Em- 
peror Nicholas I. on Jan. 13, 1835. 
Prince Obolensky, the former head 
of the Holy Synod of the Russian Em- 
pire, has recently declared: 

On the strength of all historical and lit- 
erary materials concerning ritual murders 
I can say that this accusation against the 
Jews is just as ill-founded as were the 
accusations of the same nature directed 
against the Christians long ago. You 
must remember that the use of blood ts 
contrary to all the teachings of the Jewish 
religion, 


Fear Acts of Violence. 


For centuries numerous authorita- 
tive theological, scientific and histori- 
cal writers, who have carefully stud- 


ied the subject, have united in reach- 
ing the. same conclusion. 

Believing the continuance of the 
pending prosecution may give rise to 
acts of violence, as a result of the 
passions aroused by fanaticism and 
religious hatred stimulated thereby— 
consequences which woul dbe deplor- 
able from the standpoint of true re- 
ligion, of humanity, and of civiliza- 
tion, and abhorrent to the spirit of 
Christianity—as Christians, and for 
the advancement of our holy cause, 
we pray that you may avert, this 
grave peril, and that you may fore- 
stall the possibility of the imposi- 
tion of injustice, not only upon the 
individual who is now on trial, but 
upon the entire Jewish people, and 
that to that end you may confirm 
the ukase of your glorious ancestor, 
Alexander I., by which he sought for 
all time to destroy the hideous im- 
putation that the Jews require Chris—

In full confidence that this appeal 
wlil be favorably received by your 
Imperial Majesty, and that the mo- 
tives which have prompted us in pre- 
senting it will not be misunderstood, 
with the utmost esteem and respect 
we have subscribed -these presents, 
this 3lst day of October, 1913.

FEARS FOR RECIPROCITY. 


Canada Thinks Tariff Law Repealed 
It—Washington Views Differ. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Nov. 6.—Official cir- 
cies are consjderably interested in the 
wording of Paragraph S of the Under- 
wood Tariff, which repeals all acts 
and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
Underwood provisions. The interpre- 
tation here is that under this wording 
the Reciprocity act of 1911 is repealed. 


The point is ef much importance in 
Canadian politics, as the Liberal Party 


has deciared its readiness to stand by 
the reciprocity agreement, if returned 
io power. 
Special to Ihe New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The con- 
struction placed by Canadian officials 
upon the Underwood Tariff law as it 
relates to the Canadian Reciprocity 


act, namely that the latter is repealed, 


is shared by some and challengeg by 
others in official circles in Washington. 

The general view is that the Under- 
wood act operates to repeal only the 
second section of the Canadian Recipro- 
city act, relating to the admission of 
wood pulp and paper from Canada into 
the United States. This section is in 
direct conflict with the provisions in 
the Underwood law rearranging the 
rates on print paper and wood pulp: 
The Treasury Department has already 
issued an official decision to the effect 
that the Underwood law operates tc 
repeal this section. 

The only open question here is whether 
the Underwood act also operates to re- 
peal Section 1 of the reciprocity act, 
containing reciprocal rates which Can- 
ada and the United States were willing 
to allow each other, under the terms 
of the agreement negotiated before the 
reciprocity act was passed by Con- 
gress. The Treasury Department was 
not called upon, for practical purposes, to 
consider whether the first section of the 
reciprocity act was repealed, and re- 
frained from passing judgment on that 
moot question.

, conductor,’ and there are a number of 


new faces to be seen among the play- 
ers. But the quality of its performance 
has not changed; it is a quality of per- 
fection in tone, in balance, in ‘pliability 
and flexibility under the conductor's 
hands, in sheer beauty in every par- 
ticular. 

There was no solo performer at this 
concert. The programme began with 
Beethoven’s seventh symphony, of which 
there was no new revelation and no 
new ‘‘reading.’’ It was Beethoven’s 
music as understood by the highest in- 
telligence; sympathy, and _ devotion, 
played as Beethoven conceived it, with 
consummate skill and an entire com- 
mand of all his requirements; and this 
is even better than a ‘‘reading.’’ It 
was followed by Brahms’s “ Tragic 
Overture,’’ a piece that rarely appears 
upon orchestra programmes. It is music 
of a certain outward austerity; pro- 
found in feeling, and mirroring, as one 
of its critics has said, the grandeur, 
the loftiness, the deep earnestness, of 
tragic character. It is not necessary 
to connect it with any particular drama, 
as some have insisted upon doing; for 
the music stands for itself and is com- 
plete by itself, and speaks with an elo- 
quence that Brahms has not often sur- 
passed. The performance gave;the full- 
est utterance to all its eloquence, in its 
rich and dark orchestral color, an ex- 
ample of how justly and completely 
Brahms’s orchestration interprets the 
essential quality of his musical inspira- 
tion, how perfectly fitted it is to such 
an interpretation. The playing by the 
orchestra penetrated to the very essence 
of the work. 

There was a more popular kind of 
brilliancy in Liszt’s sonorous and melo- 
dious symphonic poem ‘‘ Les Préludes,”’ 
the only really familiar one among his 
eompositions in this form; and the pro- 
gramme was ended with Wagner’s over- 
ture to ‘‘ The Flying Dutchman.” The 
audience was stirred to great enthusiasm 
all through the concert. After the sym- 
phony Dr. Muck made his men rise to 
Share the applause. 


MR. WITHERSPOON SINGS. 


An Interesting Programme of Unfa- 
millar Songs in Aeolian Hall. 


Not many givers of song recitals pre- 
sent &@ more unusual or more Interesting 
programme than Mr. Herbert Wither- 
spoon devised for his song recital yes- 
terday afternoon in Carnegie Hall. He 
had, indeed, exhibited no, little ingenuity 
in searching among the lesser known 
songs of French and German compos- 
ers and in acquiring old French, Irish, 
and English traditional songs. The 
noble air from Bach's cantata ‘‘ Wachet, 
Vetet’”’, Havden'’s pathetic setting of 
‘‘She Never Told Her Love’’, Mozart's 
arch **‘ Warnung "—though this is hardly 
well adapted for a ponderous bass voice 
—and the moist bibulous song from 
Grétry’s opera of “ Anacréon’”’ are not 
familiar to concert goers; nor are the 
sones of Schumann, Loewe, and Brahms, 
still less the songs in French by Massé, 
Florida, Glazunow, and Georges. 

Mr. Witherspoon sang in admirable 
voice and with an obvious care for 
elearness of enunciation and diction, a 
care that was largely rewarded. He 
showed that his operatic activities have 
worked little injury to his lyric art. 
He also expended much pains in de- 
iMneating and embodying in his inter- 
pretation the characteristic expression 
of each song. Mr. Witherspoon adopted 
in certain cases a strongly dramatic 
manner, sometimes perhaps passing be- 
yond the limits of taste in song singing: 
as in Schumann's ‘‘Der Spielmann,” for 
it is not meet that beauty of tone be 
sacrificed to dramatic effect even in 
such a song. But the singer found few 
eccasions to do this. On the other 
hand the excellence of his sustained 


singing in songs like Haydn's ‘She 
Never Told Her Love,’ Schubert’s 
“iNWachstiick,”” and Schumann’s “Die 


Laute,”” showed how carefully he has 
cultivated the purely lyric side of his 
art. Mr. Witherspoon gave pleasure to 
a@ large audience. His accompaniments 
Were excellently played by Mr. 
Morgenstern.

BREAK GROUND FOR 
LEWISOHN STADIUM 


3,000 City College Students 
Cheer Start of Work for 
Great $200,000 Structure. 





CELEBRATION IN GREATHALL 


Finley Tells of Appropriations and 
Gifts —~ Stadium Will Accom- 
modate Nearly 10,000. 





The ground was broken yesterday af- 
ternoon for the new $200,000 stadium 
for the College of the City of New 
York, the gift of Adolph Lewisohn. 
Three thousand students cheered them- 
selves hoarse when George McAneny, 


men, dug a small hole in the soil and 
Mr. Lewishohn shoveled the dirt into a 
neat pile on one side, while Dr. John 
H. Finley, 
the college; Arnold W. Brunner, the 
architect of the stadium; Jacob A. Zim- 
mermann, the contractor and all the 
trustées and faculty present smilingly 
applauded. 

The ceremony of breaking the ground 
followed the formal exercises which be- 
gan at noon in the great hall of the 
college. The entire student body gath- 
ered in the auditorium to celebrate the 
day and President Finley presided. In 
front of the platform was a plaster of 
paris model of the completed stadium 
which will cover the two blocks 
bounded by West 136th and West 138th 
Streets and Amsterdam and Convent 
Avenues, 

After an address in which he thanked 
Mr. Lewisohn for his generosity, Dr. 
Finley announced that the Board of 
Estimate had voted all the money he 
had asked for—$700,000—for the salaries 
of the teaching staff. He also an- 
nounced that James EH. Boarer, profes- 
sor of mathematics, and John A. Mac- 
Dougal, professor of drawing, were to 
retire after a continuous service of 
thirty years in the college faculty. The 


j students cheered the two professors, 


who were forced to rise and bow their 


! acknowledgment. 


Dr. Finley then introduced Col. 
Charles E. Lydecker, who was ap- 
pointed a trustee of the City College 
by Mayor Kline last week. Col. Ly- 
decker made a brief address in which 
he referred to the coming departure of 
Dr. Finley and spoke of the progress 
the college had made during his presi- 
dency. Dr. Finley later announced that 
the class of '72 had donated $10,000 to 
the college, the interest on which was 
to be used to obtain noted lecturers, 
both men and women. He also an- 
nounced another appropriation by the 
Board of Estimate for $100,000 for the 
improvement of the ground at Convent 
Avenue and 140th and 141st Streets for 
the erection of a college library, to be 
known as the Hillside Library, pro- 


vided the college authorities can raise 
$150,000 for the construction of the 
building itself. The students cheered 
again when Dr. Finley added that 
James Steers of the class of '68, the 
first to be gradyated from the college, 
$3 000 started the fund with a gift of 


Aft these announcements, the as- 
semb Ses adjourned to the site of the 
stadium, where Mr. Brunner was the 
first speaker. He praised Mr. Lewi- 
sohn’s generosity, but said that its use- 
fulness would be limited unless the 
students took advantage of their op- 
portunities to become strong, healthy 
and honorable men. Mr. McAneny was 
then introduced. 

‘Since I have four more years to do 
the city’s work,” said Mr. McAneny, 

“T can promise Dr. Finley that his 


; splendid visions will be realized and 


that the next administration will carry 
out the same policy respecting the City 
College as the one adopted by the pres- 
ent administration.’ 

Then followed the actual breaking of 
the ground The stadium has been 
given to the city by Mr. Lewisohn with 
the understanding that the Board of 
Trustees of the college shall endeavor 
to devise ways and means, and, if nec- 
essary, obtain legislation for that pur- 
pose, by which revenues may be derived 
from the stadium to meet the current 
expenses incurred for its maintenance 
and upkeep. About $100,000 is needed 
to improve the field. 

The plans of Mr. Brunner call for 
simple, classic structure with little. it 
any, ornamentation. The grade of the 
land running from Amsterdam to Con- 
vent Avenue gives @ natural rock foun- 
dation for the stadium proper which 
will be built of reinforced concrete with 
— supports and framework. 

The playing field will contain a base- 
ball diamond in the southern end, a 
football gridiron in the centre, sur- 
rounded by a one-fifth of a mile cinder 
track, and a 450-foot straightaway 
course running parallel with Convent 
Underneath t the seats in the

The land was formerly under the 
jurisdiction of the Park Department and 
there was some opposition when Dr. 
Finley first —— that it be used 
as the site for the stadium. After the 
eee of the proposed gift by 
Mr. Lewisohn, the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission: voted unanimously to donate 
the tract of land to the college. When 
completed it is expétted that the sta- 

dium will be the equal of any in the 
United Sates. 

Ir recognition of the exceptional serv- 
fee rendered to the city by Mr. Lew- 


isohn, the Board of Estimate recently 
passed a resolution providing the erec- 
tion of a bronze tablet to be set in the 





wall of the stadium inscribed as fol- 
lows:

If there are no unavoidable delays in 
the work of construction it is expected

“Mr. Hedley reminded the commission 
that the street railway companies were 
always seeking out new ways to satisfy 
the public, and urged that the question 
of smoking cars might be left safely to 
them. Thus the New York Railways 
Company was about to add 176 of the 
new stepless cars to its service, and 
these would have an improved system 
of ventilation. If it were found feasible, 
smoking might be permitted in a part 
of these cars. 

As Mr. Hedley said that smokers 
might travel on the upper deck of the 
one double-decked car now running, Dr. 
George C. Pease of the Non-Smokers’ 
Protective League of America broke in 
to ask whether their tobacco fumes might 
not prove objectionable to the persons 
standing on the platforms of elevated 
stations.

SOCIALIST GAINS AND LOSSES. 

RussELL, the Socialist candidate for 
Mayor. received 32,109 votes. In 1912 
he received in Greater New York 26,- 
282 for Governor of the State, and 
in the State received 56,917. There 
is no doubt that the comparisons 
show a great growth of the Socialist 
vote, but it remains doubtful whether 
this reflects a gain for Socialism, 
strictly speaking. 

The Socialist vote has become a sort 
of cave into which may retreat those 
dissatisfied with things as they are, 
and despairing of help by other par- 
ties than Socialism. If there were any 
dissatisfied voters who disliked to vote 
for either MITCHEL or MCCALL, and yet 
who were resolved to vote, they could 
safely vote for RusSELL, without the 
least fear of doing any harm to them- 
selves or any measurable good to him 
or his party. 

The ratio of 32,109 to 622,676, the 
total vote for Mayor, indicates that 
even at this year’s rate of growth New 
York is not in danger of Socialist con- 
trol. 

This deduction is strengthened by the 
misfortunes which overtook Socialist 
candidates in other cities. A vote for 
the rejection of Socialism after trial 
means more than the growth of the 
Socialist vote where there is no chance 
of its letting the Socialists in.

THE AMERICAN MURDER RATE. 

In the matter of homicides the 
United States is worse than Italy. Dr. 
FREDERICK L. HOFFMANN, in a report 
published yesterday in The Spectator, 
says that, whereas the average homi- 
cide rate of Italy for the five years 
ended with 1910. was 3.9 per 100,000 
of population, the average rate of 5.9 
prevailed in the registration area of 
the United States; that is, for every 
100 homicides in this country there 
were only 66 in Italy. If the rate in 
this country were as low as that in 
Copenhagen, there would have been 
but 59 killings and murders here in- 
stead of the 778 which actually oc- 
curred during 1910. The deaths from 
like causes in New York leaped to 
827 in 1912. 

Philadelphia is still a city of broth- 
erly love, it seems, for there the homi- 
cide rate was only 1.4 per 100,000, as 
compared with the rate of 643 in 
Memphis, Tenn. The Southern. cities 
stand highest in this bad eminence, 
averaging 20.2 killings per 100,000 
throughout their extent. The rate for 
the total population of the continental 
United States is 6.6, as compared with 
3.6 in Paris and only 1.01 in London, 
and the total of violent deaths in the 
United States during 1911 because of 
quarrels, drunkenness, jealousy, mur- 
derous assault, and so on, amounted 
to 6,200, rising to above 9,000 in 1912. 








Doubtless racial differences in a 
country populated with immigrants 
from all foreign nations, and the 


clashes between whites and blacks in 
the South, have much to do with the 
excessive homicide rate in this coun- 
try. Nevertheless, the growing con- 
tempt for the sanctity of human life 
is alarming. 





AFTER MURPHY. 

“Tammany is not destroyed,” Mr. 
MurRPHY asserts after his drubbing; 
“we will come back stronger than 
ever.” There is no prospect of Tam- 
many’s coming back stronger than 
ever. But will it not “come back”?

Yet our elective sys- 
tem requires that private men shall 
look after the offices. There are in 
this State 333 elective offices 
more than 500 incumbents of them to 
be placed in them within each four- 
year period. Enthusiastic organiza- 
tions of amateur politicians may, 
when the public is agitated to revolt 
against the bosses, compete in a Way 
with the seasoned captains of tens 
and of fifties under Mr. Murpuy’s 
selfish leadership. But they cannot 
make their living in this business,

CAPT. SCOTT’S DIARY. 

The diary of Capt. ScotrT sets forth 
the details of one of the world’s 
greatest tragedies, the hopeless battle 
with fate of a man who had accom- 
plished a great purpose by the exer- 
cise almost superhuman energy 
and endurance only to find that his

other; of a man who represented the 
highest development of the race in his 
era, and died after months of hope- 
less struggle amid the frozen wastes, 
at peace, as he said in his last letter 
to his wife, with the world and him- 
self and with his last thought for the

education of his son. The story is not 
new except in its pathetic details. 


The bravery of Scott and his ill-fated 
companions, and their heroic con- 
quest of the south pole, had long 
been known. But the details in the 
published diaries found out a story 
which will not be forgotten while the 
memory of man endures. A story like 
this, of heroic devotion to an ideal, 
and bold combat with the most ter- 
rific forces of nature, strengthens 
our faith in man in a day when 
really great achievements are rare. 
Scott reached the pole by the route 
he had chosen, though AMUNDSEN 
had previously reached it by a shorter 
and less perilous way, and had inev- 
itably nullified much of the value of 
the noble English explorer’s journey 
if it had not dimmed his glory. 

In the diary the world has evi- 
dence for the first time of the ter- 
rible disappointment which fell upon 
Scorr and his companions when they 
discovered the signs of AMUNDSEN’S 
visit and knew that their great labor 
had been in vain. Strong and brave 
as they were, that shock was too se- 
vere to be resisted. ‘All the day- 
dreams must go” is one of the sad 
entries in the explorer’s diary. Even 
on starting northward from the goal 
of their ambition he wondered if they 
could accomplish the tramp, over the 
desolate wastes, of 800 miles. Their 
illusion had been dispelled and the 
hope that had kept their spirits 
buoyant on the dangerous journey 
southward had vanished. But the 
memory of their achievement will 
never be dimmed by the knowledge 
that the Norwegian beat them in the 
quest of the south pole. The names 
of Scorr and his companions will 
ever rank with those of the greatest 
of the world’s explorers.

A Lesson recent election that 
for the caused no excitement, 
Politicians and therefore has not 


received the attention 
it deserves, was the election up in West- 
chester County of V. Everitt Macy as Su- 
perintendent of the Poor. This is an of- 
fice that there, as in most other places, 
has hitherto been treated as a minor, but 
rather toothsome, ‘‘ plum,’’ to be thrown 
to a party worker, zealous and efficient 
enough to deserve a public salary as 
payment for partisan exertions, but not 
of sufficient importance or influence to 
make worth while the giving to him one 
of the jobs attractive to more ambitious 


politicians. 
If to the mind of any slate-making 
“leader ’’ in Westchester it ever oc- 


curred that a Superintendent of the Poor 
could do more or better than honestly 
distribute the county’s alms among its 
paupers, that thought has been carefully 
concealed. Very evidently, too, the sort 
of honesty expected of him has usually 
been easily compatible with ‘ taking 
care’’ of still humbler servitors of the 
party in power by choosing them as sub- 
ordinate purveyors of largess, or even 
with spending the money appropriated. 
with some view to making capital for 
future elections. That the Superintend- 
ent might make a scientific study of the 
pauperism in his county—that instead of 
merely ‘‘ relieving the poor’’ he might 
try to discover just what had brought 
them to such desperate straits and build 
a fence at the head of the precipice down 
which they had fallen instead of send- 
ing an ambulance to pick then) up at its 
foot—these are things that have been 
held too ‘‘ academic ’’ for practical poli- 
tics. 

Yet Mr. Macy, @ man known by those 
who know anything about such matters 
as competent and eager to work along 
the new lines, got, on a ticket in other 
respects weak, a nomination for the 
place! 

Of course, he was instantly and sav- 
agely attacked by the county organs of 
the opposing party, and with such ar- 
guments! What did a rich man want of 
a place like that? Who could expect 
him to dovany real work? Would it be 
believed that he had expressed dissatis- 
faction with the established methods of 
dealing with the poor? And so it went, 
these foolish papers fondly imagining 
that the voters of the county were as 
unintelligent as themselves and_ still 
cherished the musty old illusion that any 
man in their own party was fitted to 
hold any office, and any man out of it 
. unfitted. 

The voters, having learned a thing or 
two in recent years, calmly ignored the 
partisan appeals and elected Mr. Macy 
to the .position which, there are many 
and good reasons for believing, he will 
fill with benefit to the county and honor 
to himself.

superiors. And truly there is more than 
plausibility in the theory that a really 
good policeman would be efficient any- 
where in proportion to his familiarity 
with conditions and personalities there. 

On reflection, however, one can see 
that while that theory, as a rule, may 
be true, the transfers could still have 
been justified without any necessary re- 
flection upon the character of the force 
as a whole. This is for the reason that 
the duties of policemen on Election Day 
are everywhere exactly the same, and 
their performance is made both simpler 
and easier where no appeals to them in 
the name of acquaintance or friendshio 
can be made. That was not less ad- 
vantageous to the good policeman than 
to the bad one, the former being spared 
the time-wasting trouble of refusing to 
allow himself to be swerved from pro- 
priety, while the other escaped tempta- 
tion.

Not Respected by Drivers Evef at 
Street Crossings. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is not quite clear from the re- 
marks of your correspondent, Mr. Or- 
rel A. Parker, just what he under- 
stands to be the rights of the pedes- 
trian on the city streets. The fact is, 
the pedestrian has exactly the same 
right as the vehicle to use the roadway. 

In Barker vs. Savage, 45 N. Y¥. 196 
and 54 N. Y. 245, the Court of Appeals 
said: “Neither fogtman nor teams 
have any right of way superior to the 
other. They each have the right in 
common, and equally with the other.’’ 
In Moebus vs. Hermman, 108 N. Y. 349, 
the court said: ‘‘ A person on foot has 
a right to cross the street where he

The law is therefore clear. Whether 
it is a good law or not is another ques- 
tion. Probably it is not, and Mr.

cross the

conditions, justifiable if not wise. But 
is his apparent assumption that most 
accidents to pedestrians occur off the 
crossings warranted? I believe that 
observation and the records will show 
that at least two-thirds of such acci- 
dents occur on the established cross- 
ings. The fact is that the drivers of| 
vehicles, especially those of horse- 
drawn vehicles, have almost no regard 
whatever for the rights of the pedes- 
trian, even on the crosswalks, and he 
ventures upon them at his own peril. 
His safety depends wholly upon his 
keeping his eyes open, and his ability 
to dodge the teams, whose drivers 
neither check their speed nor deviate 
from their direct course to avoid an ac- 
cident. 

Pedestrians will be fully satisfied if 
they are protected in their legal rights 
on the cross-walks only. They have no 
such protection now out of sight of 
the traffic squad.

I have read the letter of Mr. Orrel A. 
Parker with regard to’street accidents, where- 
in he suggests regulations as follows: Pro- 
hibit roller skating on the streets. Prohibit 
games in the streets. Except at crossings 
pedestrians should venture upon the roadway 
only at their own risk. 

The first form of roller skating to prohibit, 
if any, is that of automobiles for pleasure 
solely, which is in no way different from the 
ordinary roller skating except that the wheels 
are larger and more dangerous to the person 
with whom they come in contact. 

As to the games in the streets, the general 
good derived by the children who play there 
outweighs any inconvenience and annoyance 





to vehicle drivers. 

As to the third suggestion, I believe that 
such a rule of law would prove unconstitu- 
tional, inasmuch as the pedestrian has equal 
rights on the street with the driver of a ve- 
hicle. The mere fact that a person happens 
to be in a vehicle does not give him para- 
mount right in the street, providing both are 
using the street for street purposes. The law 
of the street is motion. 

It would be absurd to require a person who 
is standing in the middle of a block to walk 
way up to the end of the block, then walk 
across the street, and then to a place opposite 
where he started, instead of going straight 
across, especially as some blocks are from six 
hundred to thousand feet long. This 
would also encourage the automobilist to 
speed between crossings more than is done 
at present. Why should the pedestrian sur- 
render his right to cross the street, merely for 


one 


the purpose of giving the automobilists the 
privilege of being reckless?

FEWER MEN TO ELECT. 





Voters Could Control Them and| 


Supplant the Bosses. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You publish a letter from Mrs. Blatch 
asking for some suggestion of the prin- 
ciples on which the advocates of the 
short ballot wish to proceed. Many ad- 
vocates of this reform would refer all 
inquiries to the example set by the Fed- 
eral Constitution. After the most pains- 
taking study this instrument was drawn 
“) by some of.the best political minds 
our country has had—Washington, 
Franklin, Hamilton, and Madison being 
among them. Their work resulted in the 
shortest possible ballot. For the entire 
judicial, executive, and administrative 
departments of the Federal Government 
(that is, all the machinery for this great 
Federal empire except the Legislature 
in Congress) we elect only one person. 
The President appoints all the other 
officials. We elect not a single one of 
them. 

Conceding the usual division of the 
functions of government into three— 
legislative, judicial, and executive— 
which of these shall be filled by elec- 
tive and which by appointive officers? 

Legislation may be defined as the ex- 
pression of the matured will of a ma- 
jority of the citizens in such form as 
to make it enforceable against the mi- 
nority. A Legislature is the State on a 
smaller scale, representing theoretically 
the best sentiment of the people. These 
representatives must be elected. A sad 
botch we usually make of it, but in 
more senses than one our representa- 
tives represent us. 

The second function of government is, 
however, an entirely different thing. 
Judges are not to be controlled by the 
will of the people as such. They are to 
be controlled by the general principles 
laid down in law, and this law must be 
interpreted in its application to specific 
cases with great wisdom, penetration, 
and learning, and in ascertaining the 
truth of the specific case the Judge 
must show patience, courage, and wis- 
dom again. Men with the qualifications 
which a Judge should have do not read- 
ily submit themselves to the ordeal of a 
popular election. If they can be per- 
suaded to do so the populace cannot 
possiby determine whether they really 
have these qualifications or not. Popu- 
lar elections cannot select the best 
Judges. The advocates of the short 
ballot would in most cases ask that all 
State Judges be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor—instead of being selected for us 
by leaders of the party machine—with 
possibly some requirement that the 
Governor’s appointments be confirmed 
by some other body. 

As to the executive department, cor- 
responding to the President, his Cabi- 
net, or heads of departments, and all 
their mumerous'- subordinates, here

ask ‘that ‘appointment replace election. 
Next year we shali elect a Governor, 
but we shall tie his hands by not per- 
mitting him to appoint enough of the 
subordinate State officers to make it 
possible for him to be held responsible 
if the public business is not properly 
attended to. You and I shall be asked 
to vote that Smith or Brown shall be 
State Engineer, without having the least 
idea what an engineer must do, or 
whether the candidate can work ex- 
amples in plane trigonometry. We shall 
be asked to vote for a Controller, with- 
out knowing whether the candidates 
who are offered for our choice have 
ever read a single book on finance or 
handled a ten-thousand-dollar business 
proposition. Is not this silly? Is there 
any other word to describe it? The only 
qualities that a Governor needs are 
honesty, courage, and that sort of wis- 
dom of which the populace can judge. 
If we elect only one administrative of- 
ficer for the State we shall take the 
trouble to let public opinion be left in 
the selection of this one. Given such a 
Governor, he ean select officers for the 
work they are to do as a man selects a 
physician for his family or the Presi- 
dent of a corporation selects an engi- 
neer for his company. Then our work 
can be attended to without scandal or 
inefficiency. 

All short-ballot advocates do .ot 
agree as to the details of the proposal, 
but they all agree on the principle that 
voters should not be required to go 
through the solemn farce of electing 
people about whom they Know nothing 
to offices the duties of which are as 
unknown to them as the geography of 
Central Africa, EDGAR DAWSON.

Whitman Names Him in Place of 
Assistant Who Becomes a Judge. 


Charies S. Whitman yesterday ap- 
pointed Arthur C. Train an Assistant 
District Attorney to succeed Charles C. 
Nott, Jr., who was elected to the Gen- 
eral Sessions Bench. Mr. Nott ten- 
dered his resignation on Wednesday, to 
take effect on Nov. 15, when he will 
leave for Williamstown, Mass., for a 
vacation at the home of his father, 
Charles C. Nott, former Chief Judge otf 
the United States Court of Claims. 

Mr. Train, who is well known as a 
prosecutor and writer, held his first 
public position under District Attorney 
Philbin. He was retained in office by 
William Travers Jerome, and served for 
six years, trying many important cases. 
In 1907 he resigned to take up private 
practice. In 1908 he was appointed an 
Assistant Deputy Attorney eneral to 
prosecute election frauds, and obtained 
many convictions.

Mortimer L. Schiff announced at a 
meeting of the Chamber of Commeree 
yesterday that $500,000 had been offered 


to found a College of Commerce by a,

enthusiasm. There was much specula- 
tion throughout the rest of the meeting 
as to the unknown sponsor for the pro- 
posed college, but no name was uttered. 
Mr. Schiff said afterward that not even 
his associates on the special committee 
appointed to inquire into the merits of a 
College of Commerce had been told 
who had offered the endowment. 

After news of the gift appeared the 
name of Jacob H. Schiff was mentioned. 
Mr. Schiff refused to discuss the mat- 
ter, other than to say that his son had 
not told him about it before the meet- 
ing. 

The $500,000 gift was announced dur- 
ing the presentation of a report of the 
Committee on Commercial Education, 
headed by Mortimer L. Schiff, which 
has spent many months looking into 
the advantages of a college in which 
chief emphasis might be put on commer- 
cial subjects. The committee inquired 
into the advisability of placing the new 
institution in this city, and, after con- 
sulting with eminent educators, ineclud- 
ing Dr. John H. Finley, State Commis- 
sioner of Education; David F. Houston, 
Secretary of Agriculture; Dean Joseph 
F. Johnson of the New York University 
School of Commerce, and others, it was 
decided to recommend to the Chamber 
of Commerce that steps be taken for 
its establishment. The committee’s re- 
port was accepted by the chamber at 
yesterday's meeting, and work on the 
proposed institution is expected to be- 
gin soon. 

In addition to 
pledge of funds, 


the great individuai 
four subscriptions of 
$50,000 each have been obtained by 
the special’ committee. The estimate 
Was advanced in the report that the 
suitable building would be 
in the neighborhood of $500,000, and 
the unknown doner stipulated that his 
money should be used for its erection. 
He made the condition, Mr. Schiff 
stated, that the $200,000 other pledges 
be used to install a commercial and 
civic museum in the new building, and 
that the City of New York enter into 
a contract with the Chamber of Com- 
merce providing for the annual sup- 
port of both the college and the mnu- 
seum by the city. To offset the re- 
sponsibility and expense thus put upon 
the city, the committee suggested that 
the college be put under the joint ad- 
ministration of the College of the Citv 
of New York and the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


The committee informed the chamber 
that their plans had gone far enough 
to choose a tentative home for the 
College of Commerce. 

“The building in which the 
should be housed,” said the 
“ should provide adequate space fo: 
the installation of a museum of com- 
| merce, on the lines of the well-known: 
| Deutsches Museum in Munich, and 
also for a civic museum, which should, 
as one of its purposes, serve as a 
laboratory for young men who are pre- 
paring for public buiness. The old 
site of the City College at Lexington 
Avenue and Twenty-third Street is 
now available and may not continue 
so, as the city may determine to util- 
ize it for other purposes. Those who 
have been consulted are of the opinion 
that the present building is not suit- 
able for the purposes of a College of 
Commerce, and that if a college is to 
be. established on that site a new 
building should be erected.” 

The committee suggested that 1m 
mediate steps be taken to obtain the co 
operation of the city authorities. It 
was pointed out that this country was 
far behind Europe, and particularly 
Germany, in providing adequate facili- 
ties for commercial education, and that 
the basis for courses should be made 
practical and not theoretical, with Par- 
ticular weight upon continuity and even- 
ing work for students.

$1,000 FOR OLD TAPESTRY. 


Top Price at Hamilton Sale Paid for 
16th Century Brussels. 


A sixteenth century Brussels tapestry 
brought the highest price at the Allan 
McLane Hamilton sale at the American 
Art Galleries yesterday afternoon, going 
to H. Koopman for $1,000. ‘It was 11 
feet in height by 10 feet in width, with 
the original border, characteristic of the 
period, figures, and garlands of fruit 
and flowers. The scene showed a vic- 
torious Roman General with his offi- 
cers, while before him knelt priests and 
bearded men offering him a human 
head. The Brooklyn Museum made a 
number of purchases of beautiful old 
carved temple rammas, tinted and gild- 
ed, of different sizes, paying $75 for 
five of them.

CHICAGO, Nov. 6—The American 
League in its brief annual meeting 
to-day, voted unanimously against the 
proposal to substitute a general inter- 
league series for the world’s series as 
now played, discussed informally the 
demands of the Players’ Federation, 
and pronounced several of them “ ac- 
ceptable,’’ and appointed a committee 
to represent it in a small convention 
to consider revision of the rules. 

The meeting disposed of a number 
of routine matters, including the re- 
election of Charles W. Somers, Presi- 
dent of the Cleveland Club, as vice 
president. A new Board of Directors, 
consisting /of the President of the clubs 
at St. Louis, Detroit. Washington and 
Philadelphia was elected, these ‘our 
succeeding the other four Presidents.

No trades were announced and most of 


the men present said they had not 
talked trade during the session, or after 
it. Manager Birmingham declared his 
team would remain intact, thus dispos- 
ing of a reported attempt by the Chi- 
cago Club to get one of the Cleveland 
outfielders. Robert McRoy said Cady 
would probably remain with Boston, 
though the club has one superfluous 
catcher. 

The league will suggest the shortening 
of the playing season by starting it on 
April 14 and ending on Oct. The 
dates, however, depend on the National 
League agreeing to them. The date for 
the schedule meeting was not an- 
nounced. . 

Not a dissenting voice was heard when 
President Johnson proposed that the 
league go on record as favoring the 
world’s series between the two big 
league pennant winners. The plan to 
have a general campaign was brought 
up recently by August Herrman, Chair- 
man of the National Commission, and 
would have provided that every team in 
one circuit play every team in the other. 

It was specified that the talk on the 
players’ demands was ‘‘strictly infor- 
mal.’”’ The league received no official 
list of demands from President Fultz 
of the federation, but a series of re- 
forms the players had drawn up had 
been sent to every club owner by the 
National Commission, and these were 
fone over in an open discussion. The 
proposed abandonment of the reserve 
rule, which defenders of organized ball 
say is vital to its existence, naturally 
found no champions at the meeting, but 
indications were that the players will 
be granted some of their demands. 

President Johnson, , Vice 
Somers, and Manager Mack of the Phil- 
adelphia Club were appointed to meet 
with three National League representa- 
tives and managers and umpires of both 
leagues to go over the rules. Few of 
the rules are apt to be changed, but 
some minor alterations may be made. 
The meeting probably will be held in 
December. 

Charles Williams, Treasurer of the 
Chicago Nationals, to-day arranged a 
six-game series for the Cubs with the 
Philadelphia Athletics at Jacksonville 
and Tampa during the Spring training 
trip and a six-game series with the St. 
Louis Americans at Tampa and St. Pe- 
tersburg, Fla. 


BASEBALL’S NEWEST JOKE. 


“Gov. Tener of Pennsylvania to be 
President of National League.” 


The biggest joke of the Winter base- 
ball season to date is the report which 
emanated from Cincinnati yesterday 
to the effect that everything had been 
arranged for the election of Gov. John 
K. Tener of Pennsylvania to the Presi- 
@ency of the National League at the 
annual meeting here next month. Garry 
Herrmann played his little part in the 
“Jest by saying Tener could have the posi- 
tion if he wanted it, adding that Presi- 
dent Baker of the Philadelphia Club and 
Barney Dreyfuss have had the matter in 
charge. The’ denial issued by Gov. 
Tener last night was hardly necessary, 
as few close followers of the game could 
understand how a man of Goy. Tener’s 


position could accept the office. His 
term as Governor of Pennsylvania is 
only half completed, he could not handle 
both offices at the same time, and it is 
doubtful if he would consider the Na- 
tional League Presidency if he were free 
to accept it. The petty quarreling and 
continuai bickering of the National 
League club owners have made the 
place anything but enviable. 

Meanwhile Tom Lynch refuses either 
to become disturbed over his chances for 
re-election or to do any campaigning. 
He says he is willing to stand or fall 
on his record of four years in office, and 
all baseball followers excepting a few 
National League club owners regard 
Lynch’s rule as highly successful. The 
only apparent feelins against him is be- 
cause of his refusal w let others run the 
league for him, The same campaign 
against him has been waged before, but 
he has won each time, and it is likely 
that the National League magnates will 
return him to office for another year 
when they get together here next month, 


Charles W. Murphy, owner of the Chi- 
cago National League team, sailed from 
New York yesterday for a sojourn of 
two months in Europe. Murphy de- 
clined to enter into any lengthy discus- 
sion on baseball while in this city, ex- 
cept to spike the report that Heinie 
Zimmerman of the Bronx was to be 
traded to New York or Brooklyn. The 
whole New York team, including Mc- 
Graw, could not tempt Murphy to make 
a trade involving the Bronx slugger, Mr. 
Murphy announced, without cracking a 
smile. ‘Those who heard the remark 
were not so successful in repressing the 
laughs. The Chicago Club owner de- 
clined to make any comment on the 
coming election in the National League, 
declaring that he did not care to discuss 
league politics. The club will be repre- 
sented at the coming meeting by Harry 
Ackerman, a stockholder.

“This money will be 
fund,” said Mr. Perkins, ‘‘and of the 
two associations the Young Women's 
needs more financial support than the 
Young Men's. -Let me state that no 
matter how we feel in business down- 
town you can make no better invest- 
ment or one that will bring greater 
results in human uplift'than by giving 
to this campaign. 

“The list of names and the amounts 
already pledged to be announced next 
Monday will be an inspiration secon 
only in importance to the inspiration of 
the election results. : 

“¥ou know lamright. You know that 
all over the country people have thought 
that New Yordk was lost and gone for- 
ever, without civic pride, and always 
after the almighty dollar, but the results 
of the election, which must be of great 
satisfaction to every good citizen, show 
that New York has at last done soime- 
thing worth while. And in the raising 
of this $4,000,000 New York will do 
something that is worth while too.’ 

Mr. Perkins said that he became tn- 
terested in the Y. M. C. A. eight years 
before he was born because his father 
was one of its supporters, and that he 
and business men in general were struck 
by the great efficiency of the Associa- 
tion’s work. 

John F. Moore, in speaking of the 
work done by the railroad associations, 
illustrated his talk with lantern, slides 
entitled “The Lay Over of Charles 
Klein,’ Klein being an engineer in_serv- 
ice out West.

George Sherwood Eddy's subject was 
“Work in Foreign Lands,” and he an- 
mouneed that the demands for Y. M 
C. A, buildings and instruction had he- 
come so insistent in Japan, China, and 
Tndia that the authorities in many cases 
had given the land, and that on Jan. 1 
180 secretaries would be sent into nine- 
teen foreign countries toa carry on the 
work. 

Charles S. Ward said that 851,000,000 
had been raised by the Y. M. C. A. in 
the last cight years, and that the idea of 
the whirlwind campaigns had originated 
with the association. The other speak- 
ers were Dr. George J. Fisher, Albert 
BE. Roberts, C. C. Robinson, Charles H. 
Towson, and John S Tichenor. The In- 
ternational Committee maintains a force

After resting in the archives of the 
Custom House and the files of the Board 
of General Appraisers for nineteen 
years, a protest made by Kurtz, Stu- 
boeck & Co. in 1894 is about to reach 
final argument before the United States 
Court of Customs Appenia. The official 
record in the case-shows that the entry 
was originally liquidated in February, 
18947 duty being assessed on the mer-

valorem under Paragraph 460, Tariff 
act of 1890, as manufactures of straw. 
The importers protested against the Col- 
lector’s liquidation, claiming that the 
merchandise was circular disks of straw 
continuously woven and intended solely 
for the ornamentation of women’s hats. 
Free entry was claimed under Para- 
graph 518, 

Nothing more was heard of the case 
until January, 1902, when the Board of 
Appraisers sustained the protest. At 
the reliquidation the importers claimed 
that the Collector had failed to include 
some of the goods, with the result that 
a second appeal was made to the board. 
Another long and unexplained delay 
then occurred, and the board made_no 
decision until July 7, this year. The 
official papers in the case had not been 
forwarded from the Custom House_to 
the board until, May 2, 1912, The 
board’s decision was favorable to the 


protestants. 

Henry §&. Childers, assistant Govern- 
ment attorney, filed a brief with the 
Customs Court on Wednesday asking a 
reversal of the board’s finding. Mr. 
Childerg expects to argue the case be- 
fore the court at the present session, 
but said yesterday that he was unable 
to explain the unusual delay to which 
the case had been subjected. Under 
normal conditions protests may be Car- 
ried before the board and the court to 
final adjudication in about one year. 


FLAGLER TRUST GROWS. 


Oll Stock Set Aside for Divorced 
Wife Nearly Doubled in Value. 


Supreme Court Justice Pendleton 
handed down a decision this week di- 


recting Andrew Freedman, as Trustee of 
a fund for Mrs. Ida M. Flagler, to re- 
tain Standard O'l securities incorporated 
in the fund until further decision of 
the court. The fund was established 
by Henry M. Flagler, later divorced by 
a Florida court, on the ground of his 
first wife’s insan‘ty, for her support. 
Trustee Freedman’s report showed an 
increase iri the trust fund, since its es- 
tablishment in 1904, due to an appre- 
ciation in the value of Standard Oil se- 
cur'ties. The trust fund originally con- 
sisted of 2,600 shares of Standard Oil 
stock, which was exchanged at the time 
of the company’s dissolution under the 
Sherman act for the stock of its sub- 
sidiaries. 
Mr. Freedman’s report showed that in 
1908, the trust fund amounted to $2,- 
32,478, and that it was worth $4,309,226 
at. the time of the accounting, in the 
present year. During the past fiscal 
year Mr. Freedman's report showed that 
the trust had increased $462,226 in value, 
and had earned income amounting to 
$295,840. 


RECEIVER NAMED FOR BUTTS 


Jailed Lawyer’s Creditors Fear His 
Assets Will Disappear. 


In the Federal District Court yester- 
day Elihu Root, Jr., was appointed re- 


ceiver for Thomas W. Butts, a lawyer 
of 51 Chambers Street, who is now in 
Ludlow Street Jail-.as the result of an 
action brought by the executors of the 
estate of Thomas W. Wandell to recover 
$25,200 which it is alleged Mr. Butts 
wrongfully converted to his own uses. 
Mr. Butts, who was for years associated 
with Townsend Wandell in the law busi- 
ness, was arrested on Nov. 1 on com- 
plaint of Francis L. Wandell, a brother 
of Townsend Wandell, and Josephine 
Wandell Gill, a sister. 

The petition in bankruptcy, following 
the filing of which Mr. Root was named 
as trustee, was made by Francis Hays 
Hanford and Bridget McGuire, creditors, 
who asserted that they were informed 
by Albert R. Palmer of Palmer & Serles 
attorneys for the Wandell estate, tha 
Mr. Butts had become involved finan- 
cially by the conversion of money of 
various clients to his own use, and that 
they feared that unless a receiver was 
appointed immediately all of thé assets 
would bé disposed of. The petitioners 
alleged that the HMabilities already had 
reached $100,000, while the assets prob- 
ably would not be much in excess of 
$25,000.

Judge Ward granted this injunction. 
lu the other case before Judge Mayer 
the Paine Lumber Company and other 
Western firms sought an injunction on 
much the same grounds as the com- 
plaint in the other case against the 
Manufacturing Wocdworkers’ Agsocia~ 
tion, the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners and a number of 
individuals and firms, who were al- 
leged to have refused to handle ron- 
unien materials. 

Although for technical reasons Judge 
Mayer refused to grant the relief asked, 
Mr. Merritt said lagt night that he con- 
sidered the decision a great victory for 
the cause of free labor. In an exhaus- 
tive opinion Judge Mayer said that he 
agreed with the finding of Judge Ward 
in his case that one of the purposes of 
the United Brotherhood was to compel 
the unionization of all manufacturing 
carpenter shops and to restrain compe- 
tition between open and union shops, 
and that this was to be accomplished 
principally by an agreement to refuse to 
work on any job where non-union trim 
was used. 

Judge Mayer also agreed with Judge 
Ward that this combination resulted in 
directly restraining competition between 
manufacturers and operated to restrain 
interstate commerce in violation of the 
Sherman Federal law and the State 
business law. Moreover, Judge Mayer 
held that the agreement between the 
Carpenters’ Brotherhood and the Manu- 
facturers’ Association, was in violation 
of the same two Federal and State 
statutes. : 

Judge Mayer then weént on to consider 
whether after he had reached these con- 
elusions he should grant the releif 
sought. We found that he could not 
grant an injunction, because that might 
be sought legally only at the instance 
of the United States or the State of 
New York. There remained the possi- 
bility of proceeding against the respon- 
dents under the State penal code. 

The Court pointed out that to conspire 
to commit an act injurious to trade was 
au misdemeanor, but that before a pri- 
vate litigant could recover he must show 
either that he had suffered special in- 
jury or that the conspiracy was directed 

against him. So the Court concluded that 
the policy of the law-making power was 
to leave the criminal po of such 
offences as these to the responsible pub- 
lic officials, and that it was not con- 
templated that when an _ injunction 
would control a large body of men or a 
large class of manufacturers, it should 


be granted at the suit of a private in- 
dividual. So the application for injunc- 
tion was denied.

Like New Garment Rates. 
Satisfaction is expressed by importers 
of wearing apparel trimmed with lace 
or embroidery over the elimination in 
the new tariff of the provisions of the 
old law, which required a higher duty 
on garments trimmed with laces or 


embroideries made on lever or ‘' g0- 
through ’’ machines. The change, in ad- 
dition to giving entry te trimmed wear- 


ing apparel at a duty 10 per cent. be- 
low the former rate, will do away with 
considerable customs litigation. It usual- 
ly happened under .the old law that 
trimmings on imported apparel contrib- 
uted only a small part of its actual 
value, but, regardless of this, the 70 per 
cent. rate was assessed on thé slightest 
suspicion that lace or embroidery trim- 
mings had been made on the machines 
mentioned. Among customs officials 
there is a feeling that while the Gov- 
ernment will doubtless lose much rev- 
enue under the new law, Paragraph 358, 
(which specially provides for garments 
trimmed with lace or embroidery,) will 
simplify and expedite the examination 
of apparel of this kind.

Selling Accounts Receivable. 

The attention of the members of the 
National Association of Credit Men has 
been called to the growing practice 
among business firms of secretly selling 
accounts receivable, or pledging them. 


New companies are constantly springing 
up, it is said, older firms are increasing 
their capital and all are bringing pres- 
sure to bear on business men for the 
privilege of advancing cash on their 
open accounts. The system is proving 
to be productive of fraud, both against 
the creditors and the financial com- 
panies. Some recent failures disclosed 
that all accounts receivable had been 
disposed of under this system. Fraud 
was even practiced on the financial 
companies by the duplication of leases 
under the installment plan, by bogus 
shipments and in several other ways. 
It is said to be necessary for the sake 
of good credit to have this practice 
checked or regulated. To this end it 
has been suggested that legislation be 
enacted requiring the sale or pledging 
of receivable accounts to be made mat- 
ters of public record, the same as chat- 
tel mortgages.

Cole Bill Does Not Fully Protect. 
Commission men are calling the at- 
tention of their clients to the fact that 
the Cole law, which provides for the 
licensing and bonding of commission 
merchants and which became effecti¥e 


several months ago, does not protect 
them, in case of failure of a commis- 
sion firm, beyond the amount of the 
bond, or $3,000. It is said that many 
farmers have the idea that the State 
stands back of the bonded commission 
house, through this law, and guarantees 
them full payment on the produce they 
sell through bonded houses. The op- 
posite of this belief was brought to light 
through the recent failure of a local 
commission house and the efforts of 
the creditors to collect their money. It 
is sald that reputable houses in the 
trade are injured by being classed with 
less stable firms under the Cole law, 
and that there is a strong’ possibility 
of action being taken at the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature to have the 
measure repealed or changed.

Stocks Close Weak—Money 
Easy—More Gold Engaged 
for Import. 


Heaviness turned to weakness in the 
final hour of trading yesterday, and 
the general level of prices: fell to the 
lowest point reached since Oct. 20, 
when the market was creeping upward 
from the low point of that month re; 
corded a few days earlier. Weakness 
was most pronounced yesterday in the 
metal shares, and in the two railroad 
stocks which figure most largely in 
day to day speculative operations. 
Paramount place among the day’s mar- 
ket influences was assumed by the 
steel trade news wherein lowering of 
prices and curtailment of output have 
begun to figure somewhat prominently. 
The possibility of a general slowing 
down of business, which of late has 
come to be regarded by an increasing 
number as a probability, was a matter 
of widespread discussion yesterday. 

This naturally played a part in de- 
termining the movement of prices on 
the Stock Exchange, particularly in 
view of the fact that the day’s Mexi- 
can news Indicated a somewhat tense 
situation. At the same time in gauging 
the significance of the extent of the 
day’s fall in prices it is necessary to 
take count of operations which were 
much in evidence yesterday and which 
seemed to reflect active selling by two 
or three large market operators and 
their immediate associates, rather than 
any general outside liquidation. 


Apart from the metal trade news and 
the uneasiness which was felt over 
Mexican affairs there was no distinctly 
bad news, and some that was good. 
The continued, and even increased ease 
in money, a further movement of ex- 
change rates in favor of this market, 
and the engagement of a small amount 


of gold in London, were all helpful 


| from the point of view of this market. 


Our gold taking at this time, if the 
ultimate effect be regarded, must be 
in the light of the ability 
of the European markets to part with 
the metal, or rather to forego the full 
benefit of the new gold arrivals, for |

This is a 
matter which in the long run, will, of 
course, have to be decided by the rela- 
tive positions of the two markets, but 
in its early stages a gold movement is 
a matter of discretion with, bankers 
rather than a business necessity. 

So long as this market can forego im- 
porting gold without actual loss it 
would seem to the general advantage 
that gold engagements be avoided or, at 
least, be kept down to an amount so 
small as to preclude their proving a 
disturbing element in the European 
money market. The chances here con- 
tinue to favor comfortable conditions 
in the money market the rest of the 
year and the view that money will be 
decidedly easy during the early months 
of the coming year is gaining more 
and more adherents. Much interest 
was taken in the remarks made yes- 
terday by one of the country’s most 
distinguished bankers who emphasized 
the disappointment which the agricul- 
tural and other business interests of 
the country would feel over the failure 
of currency legislation at this time. 
That such disappointment would be 
felt is recognized in banking circles, 
but it is not generally felt that any 
such condition exists as would call 
urgently for immediate legislation. 
Very few now entertain the belief that 
the Currency bill can be passed at this 
session although close attention is be- 
ing given to the outcome of the pro- 
posal in Washington to commit the 
Currency bill to a Democratic caucus in 
the Senate. If the matter goes over 
until the regular session it is believed 
by many that legislation will be pest- 
poned until some time early in the 
Spring.

000,000. Whenever a new Assistant 
Treasurer takes office it is necessary for 
the retiring custodian to account for 
the cash charged against him, and to 
get a release before he is relieved of 
his bonds. The incoming officer, if he 
is skeptical, can demand that every 
dollar be counted, to see that the total 
checks up with the figures on the 
books, but Mr. Vogel saved the depart- 
ment a ‘large amount of expense by 
agreeing to accept the count of vaults 
which have not been opened since they 
were sealed upon completion of the 
previous count.

Trading in American Cotton Oil yes- 
terday showed that the Street was not 
surprised because the Directors had not 
voted to pay a dividend.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6:—Two ‘more 
Treasury decisions were issued to-day 
fesponsive to interrogations regarding 
certain features of the new income tax 
collection. In one of these the depart- 
ment held that income tax on the in- 
terest on bank deposits and bank cér- 
tificates of deposit is not to be with- 
held at the source. 

The other decision announced that in- 
terest upon obligations of the United 
States or its possessions or of ariy State, 
city or other political sub-division 
thereof is not subject to the income tax. 
Under this ruling no income tax will 
be collected upon the interest paid on 
United States bonds or bonds of the 
City of New York. 

The decision of the department, re- 
specting interest on obligations of the 
Government, States and cities, was sent 
to all Collectors of Internal Revenue, as 


follows: 


To Collector of Internal Revenue: 

It has been called to the attention of this 
office that banks in certain sections are re- 
fusing to pay coupons for interest on bonds 
of States, counties, cities, or other politi- 
cal sub-divisions of the United States 
when such coupons are not accompanied 
by certificates of ownership, without de- 
ducting the normal income tax of i per 
cent., which the law and regulations of 
this office require shall be deducted at 
the source in paying the interest on bonds 
of corporations, joint stock companies, or 
associations and insurance companies. 

Please inform all parties interested, giv- 
ing the information wide publicity, that 
the income derived from the interest upon 
the obligations of a State, county, city, 
or any other political sub-division thereof, 
and upon the obligations of the United 
States or its possessions, is not subject 
to the income tax, and a certificate of 
ownership in connection with the coupons 
or registered interest orders for such in- 
terest will not be required, 

The interest coupons should clearly show 
on their face whether they are issued by 
the United States or any political sub- 
division thereof. If, however, they do not 
clearly show this, then, of course, an own- 
ership certificate should be required.

The decision respecting interest on 
bank deposits resulted in the department 
sending to-day to all Collectors of In- 
ternal Revenue the following order: 


Circular on Bank Deposits, 


To Collectors of Interral Revenue: Banks, 
bankers, trust companies, and other bank- 
ing institutions receiving deposits of money 
are not required under the Treasury regu- 
lations, (Part 2,) approved Oct. 31, 1913, 
to withhold at the source the nominal income 
tax of 1 per cent. on the interest paid, or 
accrued or accruing to depositors, whether 
on open accounts or on certificates of 
deposit; but all such interest, whether paid, 
or accruing and not paid, must be included 
in such tax returns by the person or per- 
sons entitled to receive such interest, 
whether on open account or on certificate 
of deposit.

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be collected at the source. In these 
regulations rules will be set forth deal- 
ing with the status of married men 
under the income tax law in response 
to questions that have already been 
raised concerning exemptions to be al- 
lowed to marri or single men. 

One of the questions raised in this 
connection is whether a single man who 
marries during the year is to be allowed 
the $3,000 exemption granted to a sin- 
gle man or the $4,000 exemption allowed 
to a married man, or whether he will 
have his exemption pro rated according 
to the period during which he was sin- 
gle and the time during which he was 
@& married man in that year. While 
no decision has been reached on this 

oint, there are indications -that the 

epartment may rule that a single man 
shall be allowed, during the year of his 
marriage, an exemption of $4,000 for 
the entire year, just as if he had been 
married throughout the year. This 
might encourage matrimony, besides 
simplifying the collection of the tax. 
If the Department were to decide to 
pro rate the exemption, allowing an 
exemption of one-twelfth of the $3,000 
for each month of the year the man 
was single and an exemption of one- 
twelfth of $4,000 for each of those 
months during which the man was 
married, the task of collectin would 
become very complicated. . 


Income Tax on Alimony. 


A novel question was put to-the Treas- 
ury officials to-day which they refrained 
from answering at this time. A news- 
paper man entered the department with 
@ newspaper clipping which read: 

“If Nat Goodwin pays more than 
$8,000 a year alimony to his former 
wives, must he or the wives pay the in- 
come tax? ’’ 

Representative A. Mitchell Palmer of 
Pennsylvania. one of the House Demo- 


cratic leaders, who was in the Treasury 
Department when this question was 
asked, suggested that a man paying 
more than $3,000 alimony to a former 
wife or former wives would have to pay 
the tax, under that provision of the law 
which stipulated that a payment of 
over $3,000 must have its tax deducted 
at the source. 

While no official answer was given to 
this question, it was suggested that a 
simple way to solve it, without the Gov- 
ernment losing revenue, would be for the 
person paying the alimony to pay the 
tax on his own tncome over $4,000 and to 
exempt the former wife from payment of 
thé tax if her alimony should exceed 
$3,000. 


PARIS, Nov. 6.—French banks are in 
@& quandary over how the new income 
tax law of the United States is to ba 
interpreted. They hold about $5,000,000 
of coupons of American securities which 
have been cashed or discounted, and the 
doubt has arisen whether the French 
banks may not lose the amount of the 
1 per cent. of income tax to be collected 
at the place of origin. Many inquiries 
have been made at the United States 
Embassy and Consulate General here, 
while some of the banks have cabled to 
their New York correspondents for def- 
inite information on the subject. The 
Société Generale alone holds $500,000 in 
American coupons. . 


FAVORS SEPARATED COUPLES. 


Their Income Tax Exemption $6,000, 
Against $4,000 if Living Together. 


A feature of the Treasury regulations 
regarding the income tax that has 
aroused much discussion concerns the 
position of husband and wife, whether 
living together, or apart. Whatever a 
person's income may be, $3,000 of it Is 
exepmt from the tax; or, if the person 
{gs married and living with husband or 
wife, $4,000. On this point the law itself 
is clear. When the Treasury regula- 
tions were drawn up, however, several 
contingencies had to be taken into con- 
sideration. 

The ruling was made that every single 
person or married person not living with 
husband or wife, was entitled to the 


$3,000 exemption. Where a husband and 
wife live together and only one of them 
has an income above $4,000, the one hav- 
ing such income is to pay the tax above 
$4,000. 

So far the rules are plain enough and

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pe scare 7 in accerd with the provisions 
of the statute, but even here they have 
a.curious effect. This was put in a 
nutshell by a man who sald: 

‘“‘T am a married man and live with 
my wife. I have an intimate friend who 
is married and ts not living with his 
wife. My wife and I get an exemption 
of $4,000, and they get an exemption of 
$3,000 each, or $6,000. Is that fair?’’ 

One justification that has been brought 
forward for this result is that where 
the two live apart there are two 
establishments to be maintained. An- 
other is that the taxable income of the 
wife living apart from her husband is 
quite likely to be in the nature of ali- 
mony. In that case the money she. re—- 
ceives is taxed twice. It is part of the 
husband's income, and when she receives 
it it is part of her income. It has been 
argued that there is a rough justice, 
where the same money its taxed twice, 
in giving a $6,000 exemption instead of a 
$4,000 exemption. 

The regulations on the next case cov- 
ered are not quite so plain. This is the 
case of a husband and wife living to- 
gether, each of whom has a taxable in- 
come. The regulations say that in that 
event ‘‘they shall make a separate re- 
turn, and the $4,000 exemption allowed 
to a husband and wife, if living to- 

ether, may be claimed and deducted 

y either the husband or wife, as they 
mutually agree (but not by both sepa- 
rately) or the said exemption shall be 
prorated between them in prdéportion to 
their net income.” 

On the face of it this appears to mean 
that in the case of a family with two 
incomes the exemption is still only 
$4,000, while many persons express the 
opinion that the exemption should be 
$4,000 for one and $3,000 for the other; 
that the regulations say that only one 
of the two shall be entitled to ‘the 
$4,000 exemption,” and inadvertently fail 
to add that the other ts entitled to the 
$3,000 exemption; or that the regulations 
should have said that ‘the extra ex- 
emption "’ of $1,000 for married persons 
could be claimed by only one of the two, 
and not by both, 

The best opinion among those who 
have studied the regulations, however, 
is that they mean just what they say, 
and that the aggregate exemption is 
$4,000. This view is supported by those 
who have been in touch with the Treas- 
ury officials during the preparation of 
the -regulations. It 1s argued that this 
{s entirely analogous with the discrim- 
ination drawn between temperamentally 
discordant couples and those happily 
mated, where only one has the tncome. 

It is also contended that the law has 
been criticised because it permits an 
exemption as high as $4,000 and that the 
authorities did not intend that the ex- 
emption should be extended in any case 
to an aggregate of $7,000, pointing out 
that otherwise it would be a simple 
matter for a husband desiring to in- 
crease his exemption from $4,000 to 
$7,000 to make over to his wife some of 
his sources of income, such as interest 
or rents. 


FIXING NEW HAVEN RIGHTS. 


Installment May Be Allowed on De- 
bentures—Inspecting Trolleys. 


Owing to the complications over the 
proposed issue of $67,000,000 of con- 
vertible 6 per cent. bonds arising from 
the opposition of former Gov. Bulkley. 
of Hartford, who is seeking to have 
the issue enjoined, the Executive Com- 
mittee of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad voted yesterday that 
the Directors take such action as would 
result in an extension of the time within 
which holders of subscription rights to 
| convertible debentures of 1913 might ex- 
ercise their rights and make payment of 


at least the first installment. The Di- 
rectors will meet on Tuesday. 

Chairman Elliott said in replying to 
inquiries relative to the presence of 
civil engineers on the trolley properties: 

‘* Engineers from the Stone & Webster 
| organization are making an examination 
of portions of the trolley properties in 
order that Mr, Elliott and the commit- 
tees of the Directors now engaged in 
making a study of the entire trolley 
problem, may have some necessary de- 
tailed information. 

‘“‘There is nothing in the story that 
Stone & Webster are to acquire any 
portion of the trolley properties. 

‘* The examination is in line with that 
just completed by outside engineers of 
the entire signal system of the New 
Haven and like the examination now 
being conducted on the Boston & Maine.”’

This formerly was called the Newark 
Plank Road. It has been improved with 
an excellent block surface. The old 
Newark Turnpike is under construction 
and closed to traffic. From New York 
to Princeton by way of Staten Island 
the distance is 48,8 miles. These are 
the route directions: 

Run down Broadway to the Staten 
Island ferry and cross to St. George. 
From the ferry entrance bear to the left 
up the hill and at the Borough Hall 
turn left and follow the trolley tracks 
on Central Street past the green. Turn 
right, leaving the trolley, into Hannah 
Street and, after one block to the left 
in Van Duzer Street follow the tracks 
on Richmond Road. Bear to the right 
and follow the tracks through Grant 
City. At a cafe take the left fork leav- 
ing the trolley in New Dorp. Run 
straight on the Amboy Road and at a 
tavern take the left fork. Cross_ the 
railroad and go on through Great Kills. 
Then bear right and at a tavern bear 
left and keep stratght on through 
Huguenot. Bear left at Princes Bay; 
cross the railroad, bear right and then 
turn right, into Bentle Avenue, run- 
ning straight to Tottenville. There cross 
the ferry to Perth Amboy. From the 
ferry run five blocks on Smith Street, 
then take the right fork into New Bruns- 
wick Avenue. oss the railroad twice 
and follow the trolley tracks through 
Ford’s Corner. Then cross the railroad 
again and run to Metuchen. Turn to 
the left over the railroad and at once 
turn right. Go under the railroad and 
then follow the trolley down hill and 
over a bridge, passing the Post Office in 
New Brunswick. Take the next right 
fork under the railroad, turn left into 
Somerset Street, and at the cemetery 
bear right, crossing the railroad about 
a mile beyond_and then running straight 
on through Franklin Park. Take the 
left fork three miles beyond and_ three 
miles further on bear right to Kings- 
ton. Cross the railroad, the canal and 
a bridge and turn left at a hill, keeping 
straight on into Nassau Street, Prince- 
ton. 

“To go by way of Newark, Elizabeth, 
and New Brunswick, cross the Forty- 
second Street Ferry to Weehawken. 
From the ferry turn left and then bear 
right, up the hill, to the Hudson County 
Boulevard. At once turn right, into 
Third Street. Then turn left and right, 


' 

| crossing Bergenline Avenue. Keep on 
| Third Street for a short time and then 
|turn left onto the Boulevard again. 
' Follow the main road, crossing Newark 
Avenue, and then turning right into 
Cemmunipaw Avenue, which becomes 
ithe Plank Road. Follow this, crossing 
| two bridges into Market Street, Newark. 
| Then turn left into Washington Street 
'and at a small park bear right into 
Clinton Avenue. Follow the trolley and 
turn left into Astor Street. Then fol- 
low Frelinghuysen Avenue into Newark 
Avenue. Bear left with the trolley into 
North Broad Street. At monument, 
bear left, and at Post Office turn right 
‘into Westfield Avenue, Elizabeth. Cross 
the trolley and a bridge, turn left into 
Cherry Street, then run over the rail- 
road, cross the trolley again and turn 
‘right into Rahway Avenue. Two miles 
| further on cross the railroad. Then 
ikeep on St. George Avenue, cross a 
bridge and trolley tracks in Rahway. 
Cross a bridge, then do not cross the 
railroad, but turn right. Take a right 
fork and then a left fork through the 
woods, and at the end of the road turn 
left and cross thesrailroad at Iselin Sta- 
tion. At once turn right along the 
railroad and at the end of the road 
turn left in Metuchen. Pass under the 
railroad and through the cross roads. 
Take a right fork, run under the rail- 
read, following the trolley and cross 
the Raritan River, running straight on 
into Albany Street, New Brunswick. 
From this point follow the previous di- 
rections to Princeton. 


Variations that some might find more 
convenient or interesting are to follow 
the Staten Island route to Perth Am- 
boy, then cross the bridge to South Am- 
boy. From the bridge follow the trolley 
to left on Broadway and Bordentown 
Avenue to where it takes a turn to the 
left. At this point keep straight on, 
leaving the trolley on Bordentown Av- 
enue, which leads to Old Bridge; thence 
by way of Spotswood, Jamesburg, Day- 
ton, and Monmouth Junction to Prince- 
ton. , 

A longer route, one that is much used 
by motorists wishing to avoid the heavy 
traffic on the direct routes to Prince- 
ton, is that hy way of Newark, Spring- 
field, Chatham, Madison, Morristown, 
Bernardsville, Pluckemin, Somerville, 
Belle Meade, and Rocky Hill. This way 
furnishes fine highways and beautiful 
views of a delightful part of New Jer- 
sey. 

Speed enthusiasts who select the 
Staten Island route, will do well not to 
“hit it up’ until after they have crossed 
the Island. The Middlesex Automobile 
Club of New Brunswick, N. J., has re- 
ported that there might be interference 
by the authorities, who at times insist 
on the metropolitan Hmit of 15 miles 
per hour.

Soon to Adjust with Brokers 
| View of Court Decision. 


Officers of banks that make large day 
clearance loans to stock brokers were

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Pressure has 
fallen generally and @ecidedly except in the 
Northwest and extreme West, but it is still 
low in the Northwest, and light scattering 
rains continuing over northern districts west 
of the Rocky Mountains have advanced over 
the Dakotas. There was no other precipita- 
tion of consequence over the country, and 
temperatures have generally risen except 
over the rain area. 

The unsettled weather and low pressure 
over the Northwest will adrift east, causing 
rains Friday from the upper lake region and 
Upper Mississippi Valley west to the moun- 
tains, with probably some snow in the lat- 
ter section, and during Saturday the precipi- 
tation area will extend from the Upper Mis- 
sissippi Valley east to the North Atlantic 
Coast, while to the west the weather will 
be generally fair Saturday.

ASK COURT T0 AID 
MARRIED TEACHER 


Decision Reserved on Mrs. Peix- 
otto’s Application for a Writ to 
Restore Her to Her Place. 


CALLS RULING UNJUST 


Woman’s Counse! Says Board of 
Education Willi Not Allow Teach- 
ers Time Enough to Rear Children. 


After hearing arguments yesterday on- 
the application of Mrs. Bridget M. F. 
Peixotto for a writ of mandamus direct- 
ing the Board of Education to restore 
her to her place as an assistant princi- 
pal fim the public schools, Supreme 
Court Justice Seabury reserved decision. 
Albert J. Talley, Mrs. Peixotto’s at- 
torney, in applying for the writ, said 
that, although his client had been dis- 
missed from the school service on a 
charge of having neglected her duty, 
the real reason for her discharge had 
been that she absented herself from 
her duty in order to bear a child. 

In support of this aspect of the case 
Mr. Tally read extracts from the report 
of the Board of Education taken at the 
time that Mrs. Piexotto’s case was 
under discussion. In this there was retf- 
erence to a discussion as to whether it 
Was advisable to allow mothers to con- 
tinue as public school teachers. In 
commenting on the case the attorney said 
that the Board’s action was unjust in 
that while it allowed a teacher a year’s 
leave of absence to recuperate from 
ordinary illness, it would not allow her 
half that time to bear a child. The only 
reason, he said, why an appeal had not 
been taken to the State Commissioner 
of Education in Albany was that there 
was no qualified officer in that place. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Charles 
McIntyre, for the Board of Education, 
said that after Mrs. Pejxotto had ab- 
gented herself from duty without per- 
mission she had excused herself to the 
Superintendent not by stating the real 
cause, her motherhood, but because 
she was ill with an affection of the eyes 
and ears. In addition, he said, she had 
neglected her duty by remaining in 
school till within two months of the 
time when she gave birth to her child. 

Mr. McIntyre urged that should Mrs, 
Peixotto be reinstated this action would 
tend to injure the discipline in the 
schools. He charged that many teach- 
ers are inclined to think of the public 
schools merely as a means by which 
women may gain a _ livelihood. The 
Board of Education, he said, was en- 
deavoring to enforce a rule that teach- 
ers in applying for leave of absence 
must give true reasons. The granting 
of the writ of mandamus to Mrs. Peix- 
otto would in this case, he argued, show 
the powerlessness of the Board of Edu- 
cation to enforce its own rules. 


HARD VOYAGE FOR BREMEN. 


Passengers Alarmed In Gale When 
Water Flooded Companionway. 


Capt. Seyn of the North German 
Lloyd Steamship Bremen, which ar- 
rived yesterday from Bremen after 
thirteen days of rough passage, said 
that the ship had encountered heavy 
gales from the start. The worst was 
on Sunday night when the wind blew 
with hurricane force from the north- 
west and at midnight she shipped a 
sea which carried away two of the 
heavy ventilators from the forward 
- deck and tore away a solid steel door 
leading from the promenade deck to 
the main companionway. 

Some of the passengers became 
alarmed when the sea surged down the 
companionway to the: lower deck, but 
the officers assured them that there 
was no danger and they went to sleep 
again.

His eyes were clear and he 
had the appearance of one who is 
sound morally and physically. 

Clarence Ch.ppell, the other man, had 
pleaded guilty to a charge of burglary 
and was known as the leader of a gang 
of toughs. 

“TI believe I am cured,” he said. “I 
want to lead a decent life.” 

Judge Bridgeman announced that the 
two men would be pardoned and their 
actions carefully watched.

““I am well able to support my wife 
and I don’t seé why she should be 
taken away from me,” said the youth. 

Before her marriage Mrs. Owens was 
Sadie Ladisky, daughter of a Jamaica 
tailor. Her father had her arrested 
on a charge.of being ungovernable be- 
cause he said she remained away from 
home and was too often in the company 
of young Owens. In the Children’s 
Court Justice Ryan placed her on pro- 
bation on her promise to keep away 
from Harold.
